Examination of rodents at Sydney for plague infection. 

The following information is taken from bulletins issued by the 
department of health of New South Wales, under dates of August 16, 
23, and 30, and September 6 :

Date on which last plague infected rodent was found, June 15, 1909. 
Week ended August 14. Eodents destroyed, 1,775; examined, 346; 
found infected, 0. Week ended August 21. Rodents destroyed, 1,579; 
examined, 473; found infected, 0. Week ended August 28. Eodents 
destroyed, 1,420; examined, 354; found infected, 0. Week ended 
September 4. Eodents destroyed, 1,347; examined, 451; found 
infected, 0. 

BAEBADOS. 

Report from Bridgetown — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Sani- 
tary conditions. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Urquhart reports, October 2 : 
Week ended October 2. Bills of health issued to 5 vessels, hav- 
ing a total of 359 members of crews and 164 passengers. Two vessels 
were fumigated. The sanitary condition of vessels, cargoes, crews, 
and passengers was good. The sanitary condition of the port re- 
mains good; no quarantinable disease was reported for the port or 
island during the week.
